Seek IOO Volunteers: 
Testing Drug Aid For 
Heart Attack Victims 


ANN ARBOR (AP) — Some 
IOO male heart attack victims 
are being sought by two Uni­ 
versity of Michigan doctors par­ 
ticipating in a study to deter­ 
mine whether drugs can protect 
against repeated heart seizures. 
The Michigan project is part 
of a $26 million 
national pro­ 
gram involving 55 medical cen­ 
ters and financed by the Na­ 
tional Heart Institute. 
The plan calls for four drugs 
to be evaluated on 8,500 
pa­ 
tients over five years. 
“This is the most ambitious 
field study testing the effective­ 
ness of drugs in coronary heart 
disease in the history of this 
country,” 
said 
Dr. 
H e n r y 
Schoch, associate professor of 


heart attack victims are likely 
to die within five years. 
The drugs being tested can 
lower the blood level of choles­ 
terol and other fats which clog 
blood vessels with fatty deposits.

HEW Steps Backward 


Newsweek 
Magazine said “A Prize 
Catch Gets 
Away" and Time Magazine said "Fundamental Rupture” 
in describing the resignation of John \Y. Gardner as 
secretary of health, education and welfare. 
Ile enjoyed huge respect as director of the nation’s 
welfare program. The little people have lost a friend in 
high office. 
The news of the war in Vietnam and Korea so oc­ 
cupied the nation and the news media that Gardner’s 
departure didn’t get the attention that it deserves. It 
was important because the federal government had lost 
a verv able officer. It was more important that he left 
because he was hobbled in development of the nation’s 
security, welfare and educational programs. 
* 
* 
* 
Gardner was President .Johnson’s top cabinet choice 
and one of the most influential men in Washington. Ile 
administered the $13 billion annual spending of HEW 
and he was one of the President’s few remaining ties to 
the nation’s intellectual community. 
The war was a factor in Gardner’s leaving, but not, 
as in the case of Defense Secretary McNamara, was it 
dictated by President Johnson’s assembling a new cabi­ 
net team for the 19(18 presidential election. The war in­ 
fluenced Gardner’s decision to go because it has short­ 
ened up the money that’s available to give America the 
Great Society that the President used to talk about.

Since last summer’s riots in Detroit and elsewhere 
Gardner has been reported troubled by what he regards 
as lack of adequate response to a national crisis. "Nei­ 
ther the congress nor the public is fully aware of the 
alarming character of our domestic crisis ” he said last 
month. 
"We are in deep trouble as a people and history is 
not going to deal kindly with a rich nation that will not 
tax itself to cure its miseries.” 
So one of our ablest cabinet officers in a generation 
has left. There were other causes, too. Gardner didn’t 
like the Administration’s acceptance of provisions in 
the new social security law that limit the number of 
children eligible for federal aid to dependent children. 
Gardner became a dropout from the Great Society es­ 
sentially because the Johnson Administration isn’t go­ 
ing to back its announced concept of that Great Society 
fully. 
* 
* 
* 
The home front is going to get second best until the 
nation can extricate itself from its Asian adventures. So 
the man whom Mr. Johnson himself declared "could 
hold any job in government, including the presidency,” 
turned in his resignation, lie had made the great social 
acts of the 89th congress — Medicare and the school 
aid act — into workable programs. 
Gardner returns to the Carnegie Corp., which he 
once headed, as a consultant on urban problems. He left 
bi such a hurry be didn’t wait to arrange a cushy job 
for himself. 
All Americans who hope for a truly Great Society 
must regret his going. Ile reminds us that all America— 
not just the federal government — has indulged in a 
great outburst of social conscience. There is no prece­ 
dent for the goals envisioned — war on ignorance, dis­ 
ease, poverty, discrimination, mental and physical inca­ 
pacity — every condition that stunts human growth and 
diminishes human dignity.

♦ 
Gardner was committed to this great, troubled ef­ 
fort, and still is. but there’s a great gap between what 
people expect and the resources to provide it. We at­ 
tribute curbs to the war today, said Gardner, but if the 
war ended tomorrow in a year we’d be bumping new 
ceilings of resource restraints, so great are our expec­ 
tations. We are 
forced, in this 
situation, 
to make 
choices that fit the limits of our resources. 
Any effort to allocate resources, he says must tend 
to reduce duplications and introduce new institutional 
controls. If we don’t have 
enough money 
for enough 
hospitals, for instance, "we must make sure that those 
we build are for the greatest 
good.” Traditionally we 
have no liking for such planning, but Gardner says that 
if we’re going to realize the expectations of Americans 
for continued social gains we’ll have to change.

Those two ques­ 
tions. not hard to answer in 
making out your tax return on 
1967 income, will be dealt with 
here separately. 
There are two principal tax 
forms: 1040 and 1040A. Anyone 
can use 1040 and some people 
must. 1040A, a 
punchcard, 
is 
simpler but not everyone can 
use it. 
FORM I (HOA 
Only under $10,000 - income 
people can use it but not all of 
them can. 
You can use it only: 
1. If your income was entirely 
from wages reported on the W-2 
withholding receipts given you 
by employers for tax withheld 
from your pay or consisted en­ 
tirely of such wages, plus not 
more than $200 of income from 
other wages, dividends or inter­ 
est. 
2. And if you do not itemize 
your deductible expenses 
but 
are willing to accept the stand­ 
ard deduction allowed all tax­ 
payers without itemizing. 
FORM 1040A 
Some Must 
If your income was $10,000 or 
more you must use it. So must 
anyone not fitting the require­ 
ments for I (HOA. So must any­ 
one itemizing his deductions. 
You must use 1040, no m atter 
the size of your income, if you 
are a single person claiming to 
be “head of household” or a 
widow’ or widower claiming to 
be a "surviving spouse” — two 
group® which get a special tax 
break—or if you claim credit for 
retirem ent income or exclusion 
for sick pay or if you paid an 
estimated tax in 1967 
How to find your tax— 
Anyone with $5,(MX) or more 
income—whether or not he is 
one of those under-SlO.OOO people 
who can use I (HO A—must figure 
his own tax. using one of Hie 
three tax rati schedules in the 
instruction 
pamphlet 
sent 
all 
taxpayers by the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service. 
You can’t use the much sim­ 
pler tax table which has the tax 
already figured out because it 
only applies to incomes up to 
$5,000. 
So only the under-$5.000 peo­ 
ple who fit the requirements for 
using Form 1040A can find their 
tax without figuring it in the A, 
B, or C tax tables which are also 
in the IRS instruction pamphlet. 
Standard Deduction 
The government allows every­ 
one making a return a standard 
deduction up to a maximum of 
$1,000 for deductible personal 
expenses. This often provides a 
larger deduction than a person s 
actual expenses. 
And. when you use the stand­ 
ard method, you don’t have to 
explain or prove what your ex­ 
penses were.

$70 Million Windfall 


Budget Director Glenn Allison

For one thing, he said, 
the 


finance the budget for the fiscal 
J ear in question. 
Allen said the Budget Bureau 
—btu rig purposely conservative,

overestimate it—had allowed for 
about $26 million rn slippage dur­ 
ing fiscal 1967-68. Most of that 
money has gone back in the new 
revenue estimates made public 
by Romney in January.

Iii August, he added, the fed­ 
eral government produced some 
newer figures.

Allen says he thanks h.s bu­ 
reau has a fairly accurate idea 
of what the personal income tax 
1 is likely 
to produce, since the 
state has already received and 
studied many withholding re­ 
turns from employers. 
The new 5.6 per cent corporate 
I income tax is more of a mys­ 
tery, he said, since returns from

Allen says his bureau’s $272.7 
million estimate of the j^ersonal 
income tax intake in the next 
fiscal year is pretty’ close to be­ 
ing right, because the mistakes 
made in the orig nal estimates 
were left out of the latest com- 
I putations.

Aspen Is Pulpwood King 
But Its Crown Can Slio 


By JEA N WORTH 
Tin' aspen is the No. I pulp­ 
wood tree of the Upper Penin­ 
sula 
Some Wisconsin mills buy only 
aspen in the lipper Peninsula, 
which shipped 66(1.000 cords of 
('pulpwood of all species to Wis­ 
consin in 1966. 
And yet foresters say that 
while 
aspen 
production 
in­ 
creases in the U P and is a sur­ 
plus wood in the easternmost 
U.P. because of that area's dis­ 
tance from pulp mills, the out­ 
look for aspen is diminishing 
supply. 
This prospect could be chang­ 
ed by forest management prac­

I which will eventually reduce its 
jacreage. 
Hardwoods Succeed 
Aspen is not what foresters 
call a “ climax” tree, meaning 
that it is not the type which 
evolves finally from a cycle of 
nature which produces trees in 
an orderly rotation up to a final 
or ‘climax” forest. White pine 
is a climax tree which the first 
white men in the Upper Penin­ 
sula found growing in old age 
stands over much of the area 
With the logging of the cli­ 
max forests, new cycles were 
started 
and 
hardwoods 
now 
cover more of Michigan, where 
softwoods (pines, etc.) predom­ 
inated at the time of first set­ 
tlement. 
There were aspen trees in the 
primeval forests, but not many. 
They came in very heavily af­ 
ter the old forests were cut, 
and after the first which burn­ 
ed through the slashings. They 
are an after-fire species, very 
fast growing, but highly intol­ 
erant of competition from other 
species. 
Other Trees Press 
Nature's 
cycles 
of 
forest 
growth toward climax species 
provide lots of competition for 
the aspens so that they tend to 
get crowded out by other dens­ 
er hardwood species unless log­ 
gers “ clear cut” in harvesting 
time. This means removing all 
the trees so that the aspen can 
get another start without com­ 
petition from young trees of 
other species not cut when the 
mature aspen was harvested. 
Loggers today are apt to take 
out only the merchanable as­ 
pen. 
leaving the red 
maple, 
sugar maple, birch and other 
young growths mixed in with 
the aspen. This residual forest

is a threat to the continuances 
of aspen as the top pulpwood 
tree in the area. It’s not a big 
threat 
yet 
and

than there's a market for cur­ 
rently — but it is a threat to 
the continuing large supply of 
this wood. 
U.P. Cover By Species 
There are 4.169.100 acres of 
commercial forest land in the 
7 
eastern 
Upper 
Peninsula 
counties of Alger, Chippewa. 
Delta. Luce. Mackinac. Menomi­ 
nee and Schoolcraft, and there 
were 
aspen-birch 
stands 
on 
874,000 acres in 1966. This was 
the third largest species usage, 
the others being spruce-balsam, 
1,259 400 
acres 
and 
maple- 
beech-birch 1,204,500 acres. 
Aspen-birch cover 21 per cent 
of the eastern U.P spruce and 
balsam stands 30.2 per cent 
and maple-beech-birch 28.9 per 
cent.

growths) 8.1 per cent and pine, 
11.3 per cent. 
In the Western U.P counties 
of Baraga, Dickinson. Gogebic.

U.P. Leads State 
In 1962 the U.P. produced 
270.000 cords of aspen and in 
1966 378,000 cords, a sharp in­ 
crease, while balsam fir pro­ 
duction 
slipped from 100 000 
cords to 85,000 cords, partly, 
at least, because of lack of mar­ 
ket. 
The Eastern U.P. produced 
92.000 cords of aspen in 1962 
and 156.000 cords in 1966, while 
the Western U.P 
went from 
174.000 
to 203.000 cords. 


Michigan's pulpwood produc­ 
tion total in 1966 was 1,570 - 
635 cords, of which 837,305 
cords were cut in the U.P. 
Menominee County led the state 
with 93,000 cords. Iron was sec­ 
ond with 88,000 and Delta third 
with 84,000.
